GRAPHIC story sent from Ghent 
giv es a clear idea of the bur 
rors of war 
It describes a 
ride In a Red Cross train tak 
ing mortally wounded soldiers who had 
been in the hospital at M aliues to the 
hospital at Ghent. 
"We had to take them out,” explain 
ed the doctor, “ because the shells were 
liv ing around the building.” 
We were sta nding in a longer ear 
on the sides of which were tw o layers 
of shelv es made of stretchers hung on 
steel arms. 
The engine w a s mov ing 
v ery slow ly because, the doctor ex 
plained, there were s<*me wounded sol­ 
diers on the train who shrieked with 
pain at ev ery sw a ying motion of the 
cars. 
W e walked through 
the car and 
across the pla tform s to the next car 
The doctor pointed his finger toward 
an upper stretcher in a corner. 
"Dead.” he said. 
1 looked and sa w nothing but a sheet 
cov ering a form tha t sw a yed grew* 
somely. 
“ It's a soldier who w a s shot through 
the head. 
lie wa s dying this a fter­ 
noon,” the doctor continued, “ but we 
brought him along. 
I suppose mov ing 
has killed him, but w ha t were we 
to do? ” 
H e showed me a nother wounded sol 
dier who was v ery nea rly gone*. There 
were grea t bandages a bout his chest. 
“ Shot through the lungs,” explained 
the doctor. 


“He Can ’t Liv e An y ho w!” 


“ Those nurses are trying to stop the 
pain for him and let him out easily. 
T hey’ll probably giv e him too much, 
but he ca n’t liv e a nyhow .” 
W hen we reached Ghent two hours 
la ter there was a sheet ov er him. 
For 
him the grea test war in the history of 
the world had ended during the ride on 
the train. 
The next ten cars of the train were 
piled with old men and women. 
Some 
of them were incredibly old and bent. 
They came from the borne of old folks 
at Maliues, and a nurse pointed out 
one woman who wa s more than 1(H) 
yea rs old and who had been a liv e when 
Napoleon’s conquest of 
Europe was 
slipping a way from him. 
These old 
folks, who years before had quit their 
work a id had found 
a quiet, peaceful 
corner in beautiful M aliues in which to 
die. were t*eiug dra gged a w a y by the 
Red Cross to sa v e from German shells 
the few short da ys of their ending liv es. 


Seek in g a Place to Die. 


We drew into Ghent 
late in the 
ev ening. 
Soldiers and nurses took the 
helpless humans from the cars and 
startod them in a utom obiles and rigs 
of all sorts for the hospita l. 
They 
lifted down the two 
w hite sheeted 
forms, and a black wagon took them 
a w a y. 
Ev en while this w a s being done and 
w hile the old folks w a iting in wheel 
cha irs were cha ttering like children 
about the Prussian war in 1870, thy 
citizens of Ghent were crowding the 
depot trying to get a w a y from the city 
beca use they had heard tha t the Ger 
m a ns were coming. 
“ There’s panic ev eryw here,” said a 
would be fugitiv e. 
“ 1 ca n’t find any 
pla ce to liv e.” 
“ And I ca n’t find a ny place to die.” 
cha ttered an old woman

A gunner described the effects of the 
shrapnel shells when the Germans get 
the range. 
He sa id tha t of the men 
working his battery not one escaped 
injury.

Seeing so many Injured about him. 
the gunner began to feel a s if he him­ 
self had suffered som e injury, pnrtie- j 
ularly a s one of his feet felt numb.

He sw ung far across the 
German lines and discov ered that tlie 
German artillery wa s posted in a rock 
quarry, in wha t wa s practically an im­ 
pregnable 
position,

The av iator, a fter reporting to the 
commanding officer, went up aga in and 
passed through the sa m e ordeal.

time, howev er, he wa s giv ing the range 
to tlie French a rtillerym en, who had 
brought up their powerful three Inch 
guns and posted them a dv a nta geously. 
The Germans were sim ply showered 
with explosiv e shells and shrapnel un

Dr. Charles Warded, 
professor of 
zoology 
in

health serv ice, made a trip of inv esti­ 
ga tion into the subject of m osquitoes 
and malaria through a sta te where 
there wa s much malaria and found 
mosquito la rv a e by thousa nds in em pty 
tin ca ns tha t had been thrown into 
boxes or on to tra sh heaps and in 
which ra inw a ter had collected. 
The 
writer points out wha t a sim ple health 
measure it would ha v e been for a per 
son who opens and em pties ca ns to | 
punch a hole or tw o in the bottom of 
each. 
Tin 
buckets 
tha t 
had 
conta ined 
paint, gla ss bottles, kegs, barrels, w a ­ 
ter tight boxes s$nd in one ca se an old 
iron sa fe, door side up, all furnished 
their quota of m osquitoes to add to the 
prev a iling illness.

He wa s com m issioned by 
the Brazilian gov ernm ent to make sur­ 
v eys. inv estiga tions and reports. 
Ar 
riv ing in the sta te of Para, lie made 
his wa y to the mouth of the Amazon 
and began his interesting work of ex 
ploration. 


Never Saw a W h ite M an Before. 
At the hea dwa ters of the Moju, one 
of these riv ers, he found his unknown 
tribe, 
the 
Ararandewara 
Indians, 
a 
peaceable, sem ia gricultura l group of H*J 
or more stark uude sa v a ges, who had 
nev er seen a w hite man before and 
stood in terror of tlie explorer and hi* 
party. 
“ The most significa nt tiling about the 
tribe," said Dr. Lange, “ was the entire­ 
ly Sem itic cha ra cter of tlie physiog­ 
nomy.” 
The Ararandewaras treated the ex 
nlorer a s best they knew how and 
let him go his w a y when the 
v isit 
wa s ov er, tea ching him first the w ay s 
through the fea rful jungle and pointing 
out to him the wonderful woods 
to be 
found there. 
T he most interesting of Dr. Lange's 
discov eries were at the mouth of the 
Amazon, on a big. flat island, browsed 
on by v ast herds of ca ttle in the dry 
sea son and washed ov er by tlie sea in 
the wet. 
This is the isla nd of Mam jo. 
Of about 120 by 100 miles. 
The Aina 
7.011, which is ov er 200 miles wide at 
this point, has built the island there 
from its mighty store of alluv ial tie 
posits, and the sea . fighting to hold its 
own, is underwa shing the island ev en 
a s tlie riv er builds it. 


Asiatic Race In America. 
“ The island is nev er more than a 
few inches out of the wa ter,” 
Dr 
Lange 
reported. 
“ At 
high 
tide 
it 
shrinks considera bly, and 
when the 
Amazon is a t flood no isla nd is v isible 
sa v e for the mounds, on one of which 
my 
principal 
story 
pla ys. 
One of 
these 1 exca v a ted pretty thoroughly 
and found the bones and pottery of a 
tribe which has struck me a s distinct­ 
ly Asia tic. 
“ Moreov er, the pottery 1 dug up on 
this mound has a nother and stranger 
cha ra cteristic. 
If you will look a t the 
v a ses and idols, the burial urns and 
howls, you will find all fem inine sym ­ 
bols. 
The a bsence of male figuration 
is striking.” 


The O riginal Fig Leaf. 
In these urns, too. Dr. Lange discov ­ 
ered the original fig lea f, made of hard 
baked and m a rv elously engrav ed pot­ 
tery, called the ta nga . 
“ Think of the pa tience and skill of 
these people,” Dr. La nge sa id in show 
ing the ta nga s, v a ses, platters, basins 
cups, orna m ents and kitchen utensils, 
all m arv elously wrought in clay and 
burned to fine pottery. 
“ The engra v ­ 
ing of these pieces must hav e taken 
an enormous time. 
Most of the forms 
are geometrical. 
All are of the most 
intrica te cha ra cter, and I believ e I see 
Asia tic sym bolism looking from all of 
the decora tions.” 
“ T he a lliga tor,” sa id Dr. Lange, “ is 
so a bunda nt all through the Amazoni­ 
an w a ters tha t there is a bounty on 
its bead. 
The a lliga tor is a rank cow* 
ard. 
I took few cha nces w ith him my 
self, but my old India n guide told me 
he w ouldn’t be a fra id to swim the 
riv er a s long a s he spla shed loudly 
enough. 
Often w hen I went into the 
sha llow wa ter to ga ther pottery the 
guides kept bea ting the surfa ce to keep 
off the a lligators. 
They nev er ca m e 
near. 
“ But plranyas a re different. 
These 
fish are only a bout eight or ten inches 
long, but they a re ferocious. 
They 
a tta ck in shoa ls and bite chunks the 
size of a dollar out of the v ictim. 
No 
spla shing and noise sca res them off 
Once I sa w a Water hog sta rt to swim 
one of the na rrower Amazon contribu- 
taries. 
He got about ha lfw a y when 
the plra nya s got to him. 
In a minute 
it w a s ov er. 
H e w a s drowned and the 
v oracious fish were ea ting him.”

Battle of Great Importance. 


There can be no disguising of the 
fact that the entire German line has ; 
bf en in peril for several days past and 
that this peril has not been mitigated 
by the failure of the counter attacks 
era the allies’ front. 
Neither can there 
be any weakening of the knowledge 
arJbat the Germans, even In retreat, are 
»toil immensely formidable and can, in 
retirem ent, present a resistance that 
xnakos the battle of extreme import­ 
ance and violence. 
The admission from Berlin that the 
»¿lies’ right has made successful sal 
lies from Verdun and Toul and that on 
•tjfee German right no decisive result 
been reached, is held here as 
proof that the Franco-R ritish efforts 
rji the past few da>s are beginning to 
achieve their object. 
There is no 
'■nwtat that the allies’ center is holding 
■to» and with that situation the only 
l»ope tor the Germans was to win on 
tbe wings. 
This they have failed to 
do. If Von Kluck is in retreat it seems 
d'aevitable that the commanders of the 
German armies on the 250-mile 
line must very soon follow him to pre­ 
vent disaster and to get their soldiers 
back to the next line of defense whiob 
3b awaiting them.

R out and Demoralization.

Breedonk. 
Our 
troops, 
holding 
positions 
between 
works, allowed the enemy to advance 
until they were within close range, 
when the artillery and Infantry, work­ 
ing 
in 
a 
remarkable 
combination, 
showered the attacking force with a 
hail of projectiles and bullets which 
threw their ranks into disorder and 
compelled a precipitate retreat. 
This 
attempt cost the Germ ans dearly and 
w’as not. repeated. 
In short, the events 
of the day confirm the confidence of 
Belgians in the power of resistance of 
their national redoubt.” 
R eports from correspondents at va­ 
rious points in Belgium indicate that 
nearly 200,000 troops are engaged in 
battle on a line extending from Ter- 
mende to Acrschot. 
The Germans are 
said to have su fie red serious losses, 
but their superior artillery and the 
heavy reinforcements rushed to the 
front apparently are overcoming the 
Belgians slowly but surely.
